REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1-7, 9-16, 18-25, and 27-30 are pending in the present application. Claims 2, 4-7, 9, 11, 
13-16, 18, 20, 22-25, and 27-30 are amended. Claims 1, 8, 10, 17, 19 and 27 are cancelled. Support for 
the claim amendments can be found in the claims as originally filed. Reconsideration of the claims is 
respectfully requested. 

Applicant is not conceding in this application that any of the original claims are unpatentable over 
the art cited by the Examiner, as the present claim amendments and cancellations are only for facilitating 
expeditious prosecution of the allowable subject matter noted by the Examiner. Applicant respectfully 
reserves the right to pursue these and other claims in one or more continuation and/or divisional patent 
applications. 

I. Examiner Interview Summary 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the interview held on October 5, 2007 between the Applicant's 
representatives and the Examiner. The Examiner and Applicant's representative agreed that amended 
claims 2-7 and 9, which are representative of claims 1 1-16, 18, 20-25, and 27-30, are allowable over the 
cited references.
